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Ex-President George W. 
Bush makes his debut 
as motivational speaker

FT. WORTH After nine months of being nearly invis- 
ible—a big outing has been to a Dallas hardware 
store for flashlights— George W. Bush made his 
debut Monday in his latest incarnation: motiva- 
tional speaker. 

Nearly 15,000 people heard the former president, 
known more for mangling the English language than 
for his eloquence, reminisce about his White House 
days. Bush, who is writing a book about the dozen 
toughest decisions he had to make, used much of 
his 28 minutes onstage to talk about lighter topics, 
such as picking out a rug design for the Oval Office 
that reflected his “optimism.” 

He beamed at the standing ovations from the 
friendly hometown crowd—he now lives in nearby 
Dallas. 

Looking younger than his 63 years and relaxed, 
Bush did not appear to have an overarching theme, 
but strung anecdotes and jokes together and fre- 
quently mentioned his faith in God. 

His speech came after the crowd at the “GET 
MOTIVATED" seminar stood up and danced 
to the Beach Boys’ song “Surfin’ USA” and batted 
around beach balls tossed into the audience. 

The well-publicized event appears to mark the 
beginning of a higher profile for Bush. 

“He is just a normal guy! He wasn’t the best 
speaker. But I was happy to see him!” said Lubbock 
salesman Patrick Kruger, 50. 

Sparklers, rock music and a perky master of cer- 
emonies ever-complimentary of Ft. Worth kept the 
crowd on its feet. 


MR. MOTIVATION 


In Britain, where Bush remains wildly unpopular, 
the media have been reporting his return to pub- 
lic speaking with incredulity. Some commentators 
recalled his famous flubs: “Rarely is the question 
asked: Is our children learning?” and “I know how 
hard it is for you to put food on your family.” 

But the attitude was more popular at the seminar. 

Chris Clarke, 25, a salesman from Dallas, stood at 
the back. Like many people, he said other speakers 
were better— Colin Powell was his favorite —but he 
thought Bush was good. In fact, he said, it could turn 
out that Bush may be more suited to motivational 
speaking than being president. He said when Bush 


Freeze frame—artists to encase 
vacant Detroit home in ice

DETROIT A photographer and an architect plan to 
freeze one of Detroit’s thousands of abandoned 
homes this winter, encasing it in ice to draw atten- 
tion to foreclosures that have battered the region. 

The project from Gregory Holm and Matthew 
Radune, dubbed Ice House Detroit, is the latest 
example of the remnants of Detroit’s decline serv- 
ing as both artistic inspiration and canvas. 

“T’ve been really fascinated by the whole mythol- 
ogy of Detroit and the structures and what they rep- 
resent,” said Holm, who grew up on the city’s east 
side and lived in the suburb of Hamtramck from 
1997 until moving to New York City four years ago. 


Holm, 38, plans to photograph the transforma- 
tion of the house, which will be sprayed with water 
and covered in ice. In the spring, crews will salvage 
reusable materials and demolish the home. The lot 
will be donated, probably for a community garden. 

The Detroit area has a foreclosure rate that’s 
among the nation’s highest, and Radune said the 
city offers a unique backdrop for the artists’ work. 

“It’s a project that couldn't be done in the same 
way in New York City and it wouldn’t necessarily 
make the same sense,” said Radune, a 32-year-old 
freelance architect in Brooklyn who also is a DJ. 
Holm and Radune are working to raise $11,000 
online to fund the project.

ATTACK THWARTED 


Feds say Chicago men 
planned to target 
Danish newspaper

Two Chicago men who were schoolmates in 
Pakistan plotted terrorist attacks against a 
Danish newspaper that triggered widespread 
protests by printing cartoons depicting the 
Prophet Muhammad, federal prosecutors 
said Tuesday in announcing charges against 
the men. 

David Coleman Headley, 49, traveled to 
Denmark in January and July to conduct sur- 
veillance on possible targets, including the 
Copenhagen and Aarhus offices of the Jyllands- 
Posten newspaper, prosecutors said in crimi- 
nal complaints filed in U.S. District Court in 
Chicago. Tahawwur Hussain Rana, 48, helped 
arrange Headley’s travel, prosecutors said. 

Danish authorities said there could be 
more arrests. 

According to U.S. prosecutors, Headley, 
a US. citizen who changed his name from 
Daood Gilani in 2006, visited the newspa- 
per’s Copenhagen offices in January and told 


employees he represented Rana’s business, 
First World Immigration Services, and that 
the business was considering opening offices 
in Denmark and might buy advertising. 

Prosecutors said Headley told FBI agents 
after his Oct. 3 arrest at O'Hare that the initial 
plan called for attacks on the newspaper’s offic- 
es, but that he later proposed just killing the 
paper’s former cultural editor and the cartoonist 
behind the drawings, which triggered outrage 
throughout the Muslim world. He described 
his plans to contacts in Pakistan as “the Mickey 
Mouse project,” according to the FBI. 

Rana was arrested Oct. 18 in his home in 
the 6000 block of North Campbell Avenue. 

Headley’s attorney, John Theis, said he would 
have no comment. Rana’s attorney, Patrick 
Blegen, said his client “is a well respected busi- 
nessman in the Chicagoland community.” 

“He adamantly denies the charges and 
eagerly awaits his opportunity to contest 
them in court and to clear his and his family’s 
name,” Blegen said. “We would ask that the 
community respect the fact that these are 
merely allegations and not proof.” 

Residents of Rana’s North Side neighbor- 
hood, which is home to a large South Asian

community and where Rana reportedly ran 
a grocery store and an immigration services 
office, reacted to the news with shock. 

“He’s a really nice guy,” said Jalal Tariq, a 
23-year-old waiter who said Rana was helping 
him with an immigration case. 

Rana was scheduled to appear for a bond 
hearing Wednesday. Headley’s bond hearing 
is set for Dec. 4. 

Jakob Scharf, the head of the Danish 
Security and Intelligence Service called the 
alleged plot “serious” but said investigators 
didn’t believe an attack was imminent. 

US. Attorney Patrick J. Fitzgerald said in a 
statement that “the public should be assured 
that there was no imminent danger in the 
Chicago area.”

Daley’s

Mayor Daley’ on 
Tuesday promoted his 
plan to give between 
$25 and $200 to hom- 
eowners who soon will 
face spiking property 
tax bills. 

“My job is to fight 
for Chicago’s working 
people and middle class families, and higher 
city property taxes are the last thing we should 
be asking homeowners to pay this year,” Daley 
said. “They need property tax relief and they 
need it now.” 

Daley made the announcement at a field 
house in the 40th Ward on the Northwest Side, 
where some homeowners are expected to be hit 
hard. 

Under the program, homeowners making less 
than $25,000 ayear whose property taxes go up 
by $350 or more will be eligible for $200. 

If a homeowner’s taxes went up by less 
than $50, or their household income topped 
$200,000, they would be ineligible. 

The average payment for the 200,000 hom- 
eowners expected to get relief will be $150, 
Daley said. 

Daley plans to pay for the $35 million in tax 
relief by using some of the $1.15 billion brought 
in by last year’s long-term lease of the city’s 
parking meter system. The City Council will 
have to sign off on the tax relief. Politically, the 
plan would allow Daley and aldermen to tell tax- 
weary homeowners they did something to try 
to offset higher taxes. 

Although the median property tax bill 
increase in the city is about 3 percent, tens 
of thousands of city homeowners will see far 
greater increases. 

Those increases are caused by a number of 
factors—including rapidly rising assessments 
when homes were assessed in 2006 for current 
tax bills—and the phasing-out of a state-autho- 
rized tax break that softened the blow of those 
soaring values in Cook County. 

Homeowners’ tax bills this year also will for 
the first time include the effects of significant 
city and Chicago Public School property tax 
increases enacted in late 2007 and early 2008. 
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Obama 
says girls 
vaccinated 
for HiIN1 


As parents around the country debate whether 
to get their children the H1Nr flu vaccine—and 
how to find it amid a national shortage—the 
White House said Tuesday that first daughters 
Malia and Sasha Obama got their vaccines last 
week. 

Both girls are healthy, 
a White House official 
said. 

The disclosure came 
as it emerged Tuesday 
that officials of elite 
Sidwell Friends School, 
which the girls attend, 
have told parents of at 
least one confirmed 
case of H1Nr flu there. 

Malia Obama, 11, and 
Sasha, 8, attend the pri- 
vate school on different 
campuses. Malia is in 
6th grade at the Middle 
School in Washington, [RN 
where the confirmed 7™- "> - 
case surfaced last week. SashaObama 
Sasha Obama attends 
3rd grade at Sidwell’s 
Lower School in Bethesda, Md. Sidwell spokes- 
man Ellis Turner declined Tuesday to say if cases 
of H1Nr1 had occurred there. 

In announcing the vaccines on the White 
House’s blog, officials took pains to point out 
that the girls were vaccinated by the White 
House physician only after the vaccine became 
available to Washington schoolchildren. 

The White House doctor applied for 
and received the vaccine from the district’s 
Department of Health using the same proce- 
dures as every vaccination site in the nation’s 
capital, said Katie McCormick Lelyveld, the 
first lady’s spokeswoman. 

All four Obamas have been vaccinated for 
seasonal flu, she said. 

But President and Mrs. Obama are putting 
off the H1Nr vaccine until priority groups get 
the vaccine.

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When home 
is a Storage unit 


Maria Maior’s son is a football-playing, skateboard- 
riding, Xbox-loving kid whose home reveals all the 
trappings of domesticity: a cushy sofa, big-screen 
TV, a framed poster of Brian Urlacher, one of the 
12-year-old’s favorite football players. On most 
evenings, two big dogs curl up on the carpeting. 

The scene could be lifted from any suburban 
subdivision—except it’s located not in a den, but 
in a storage unit. 

The boy moved into the 10-by-25-foot bunker 
about two months ago with his mom and her fian- 
ce after a long run of bad luck and the loss of both 
their jobs. 

“As long as I have my parents, I’m fine with this,” 
Maior’s son says of the accommodations. “It’s real- 
ly not that bad.” 

School district officials say the boy is one of a 
record number of area students living in motels, 
campgrounds, shelters, cars and, yes, storage facili- 
ties. 

“These are not people in cardboard boxes,” said 
Maggie Dempsey, homeless liaison coordinator 
for School District U-46, which covers 11 com- 
munities in the northwest suburbs. “These are the 
people next door.” 

While the faltering economy is certainly 


behind the uptick, homeless advocates and 
school officials say they're doing a better job 
of identifying and counting kids such as Maior’s 
son—one of 230 homeless students enrolled in 
U-46, an increase of about 57 from last year, 
Dempsey said. 

It wasn’t always like this. Before the housing mar- 
ket crashed, the family rented houses and apart- 
ments. Shane Palmer—the only father Maior’s son 
has known—would lay 200 to 300 yards of carpet a 
day; now, he’s lucky to get 100 yards a week. Maior 
repaired TVs and other electronics at $13.50 an 
hour, but business dwindled in 2008. Sometimes, 
she'll make quick cash, working on someone’s car, 
but what she’d really like is a full-time job. 

So far, filling out dozens of applications has been 
futile. No responses. Sometimes, when Maior 

or Palmer gets paid, there’s a reprieve from the 
storage unit. For $40 a night, the family can 
check into a motel and take a hot shower, watch 
a movie, pop popcorn in the microwave and sleep 
ina real bed instead of air mattresses. 

“That’s when I get to pretend that this is not 
really happening,” Maior said. “At least until the 
next morning, when it’s time to pack up and go 
home.”

Japanese destroyer collides 
with S. Korean container ship 


EA TOKYO A Japanese navy destroyer and a 
South Korean container ship collided 
Tuesday off southern Japan, sparking fires on 
both ships and injuring three crew members, 
officials said. 

The ships collided under a bridge linking 
the Japanese main islands of Kyushu and 
Honshu in the narrow Kanmon Strait, Japan 
Coast Guard spokesman Seishi Izumi said. 

One crew member on the destroyer JS 
Kurama was slightly injured with scratches 
and bruises while two others were suffering 
from smoke inhalation, a Defense Ministry 
spokesman said on condition of anonymity, 
citing policy. 

None of the South Korean ship’s 16 crew 
members—12 from South Korea and four 
from Myanmar—was injured, Izumi said. 


THE JOURNEY 
The Kurama, carrying 360 sailors, was on its 
way to its home port of Sasebo on Kyushu 
after serving as the flagship for the country’s 
triennial fleet review Sunday at the port of 
Yokosuka. The container ship had left the 
South Korean port of Busan and was headed 
to Osaka in western Japan. 


The fire on the 7,400-ton container ship 
Carina Star was extinguished shortly after 
the collision. The blaze on the destroyer 
was mostly under control late Tuesday, the 
defense official said. 

Officials are investigating the case as pos- 
sible professional negligence and have begun 
questioning crew members on both ships, 
Izumi said.

9] PARIS A Paris court convicted the 
Church of Scientology of fraud and 
fined it more than $900,000 on Tuesday, 
but stopped short of banning the group’s 
activities. 

The group’s French branch said it would 
appeal the verdict. 

The court convicted the Church of 
Scientology’s French office, its library 
and six of its leaders of organized fraud. 
Investigators said the group pressured 
members into paying large sums of 
money for questionable financial gain and 
used “commercial harassment” against 
recruits. 

Four of the leaders were given suspend- 
ed sentences of between 10 months and 
two years. Prosecutors had urged that the 
group be disbanded in France. A law that 
was briefly on the books this year pre- 
vented the court from going so far as to 
disband the French branch of Scientology 
in Tuesday’s verdict—though it could have 
taken the lesser step of shutting down its 
operations.

A-Rod, Ryan Howard 
help slug their teams

NEW YORK Ryan Howard thought about the 
World Series and his eyes widened. 

“Between Yankee Stadium and Philly, it’s 
going to be, I would have to say, probably one 
of the rowdiest World Series —just between the 
fans,” he said. 

Sure will be if Howard and Alex Rodriguez 
start teeing off in their high-profile slugger 
showdown. 

For the first time in 20 years, the World Series 
will feature a pair of former major-league home- 
run champs when it opens, weather-permitting, 
Wednesday night. 

No player in the major leagues has been scru- 
tinized more than A-Rod, a postseason star fol- 
lowing a scandalous Spring Training that includ- 
eda steroid admission and hip surgery. 

And Howard has carried

the defending champion Philadelphia Phillies 
every bit as much as Rodriguez has propelled 
the Yankees to their first Series appearance since 
2003—and the first of his career. 

“Ryan, along with his power, he’s also become 
a great hitter,” Rodriguez said Tuesday. “And 
that’s bad news for the National League and bad 
news for us.” 

Rodriguez, 34, already has succeeded Reggie 
Jackson as the favorite Yankees target of wannabe 
amateur psychologists, who try to analyze past 
playoff flops and his relationships with Madonna 
last year and Kate Hudson this season. Now he 
wants to follow Mr. October as a champion. 

A three-time AL MVP, he entered the first 
round against Minnesota hitting .136 (8 for 59) 
in the postseason dating to 2004 and was hitless 
in 18 consecutive playoff at-bats with runners in 
scoring position. 

What a change. 

He led the Yankees with a .438 average, five 
homers and 12 RBIs in the victories over the 
Twins and L.A. Angels, hitting tying home runs 
in the seventh, ninth and rth innings.

“T think everyone is looking for a profound 
answer, and I don’t have one,” he said, sitting 
behind a table in Yankee Stadium’s Great Hall 
as baseball adopted an NFL-style approach to 
Series publicity for the first time. 

“T think at the end of the day, ’'m content, ’'m 
happy, both on and off the field,” Rodriguez said. 
“T think I’ve cut out a lot of the fat, or unneces- 
sary distractions.” 

Howard, 29, also had a winding, ifless notorious, 
path to postseason success. He had only one RBI 
in reach of his first two playoff series while hit- 
ting .217 (5 for 23), then batted .300 with two RBIs 
against the L.A. Dodgers in last year’s NLchampi- 
onship series. He then hit three homers and drove 
in six runs in leading the Phillies over the Tampa 
Bay Rays for Philadelphia’s second title. 

And this year, he’s batted .355 with 14 RBIs in 
the playoffs against the Rockies and Dodgers. 

“T think that our approaches this postseason, 
as opposed to be previous postseasons, are a lot 
better,” Howard said. “I think both of us are a lot 
more patient, both of us are alot more relaxed, 
it looks like.”

Since her arrival in Chicago in 
1998, she’s performed with Second 
City’s National Touring Company, 
the Virgin Daiquiri team at iO and in 
five revues on the Second City e.t.c. 


stage. She also picked up her first Joseph Jefferson Award—the equivalent of an Oscar in the Chicago the- 
ater community—last week for her role in “Studs Terkel’s Not Working” at e.t.c. 
Who better to advise contestants in Metromix’s “So you think you can funny?” sketch-comedy video 


contest? 


Can people be funny in 2 minutes or less? 

That’s the question with these viral videos —espe- 
cially with Second City people who do a lot of 
behavioral or social commentary. How do you make 
that funny in such a short amount of time? We have 
what we call blackouts, which are one-hit jokes that 
you do during a show. That’s what these videos end 
up being. You've got to hit it with one punch and 
get out. People can’t sit still when they’re watching 
viral videos. 


Should people try and squeeze in multiple jokes or 
build up to one big joke? 

Obviously, the more jokes you have in it, the fun- 
nier it’ll be. That’s the goal. A place to start is have 
the joke of your scene be something you can hit 
over and over again and {have it} sustain itself 


How much time should someone spend setting up 
their big joke? 

If you’re going to do a reveal, and that’s the whole 
thing, you could spend the entire two minutes set- 
ting it up so you’re pulling the rug out in the last 
two seconds. I think you want people to be on 
board right away, so within the first three lines you 


should establish the game of the scene so you can 
explore and heighten everything else you do within 
the scene. 


What are some cliches people should steer clear of? 
We can talk all day about what should or shouldn't 
be done. But you laugh when you see it, isn’t that 
the point? We shouldn’t be so snobby that we 
think, “That’s been done before.” I can still laugh 
at “America’s Funniest Home Videos” when people 
get hit in the balls. I don’t know if that’s sad or 
what. I think the goal is to have a behavior that’s 
recognizable to people that’s based in reality, and 
then somehow surprise people. 


Should the video have a beginning, middle 
and end? 

If you're doing it too formulaically, 

it’s going to seem forced and tired. If 
youre honestly telling a story, if you’re 
trying to get something across, I think 
there’s a natural beginning, middle and 
end to it.

You like playing with knives? 

DV: Yeah, that’s kind of the common theme of 
the band. With some of our songs—we have a 
song called “I Got a Knife”—there’s more of 
an edgy theme. ... It just happens to be within 
the music we all grew up listening to, like 


Alkaline Trio and the Misfits. 


What's scary about the Scissors? You guys 
sound so happy and shiny. 

Yvonne Szumski: The new songs on the 
records aren't that scary. That’s why we’re 
doing cover songs {at Reggie’s Halloween 
show], to make it more fun and scary. 

DV: More fun than scary. 


Tell me about some of the darker songs on 
your new album. 

Dv: “Let’s Go” is one that people ask about a 
lot. ... [Our drummer] was researching North 
Korea and communism ... people trying to get 
into South Korea, you know? He heard this, 
and he thought it was crazy, and he researched 
what people did [to escape} and how people 
died. ... So the song is basically, like, taking 
your whole crew and getting out of a bad situ- 
ation, which in this case was getting out of 
North Korea.

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‘Michael Jackson’s This Is It’ 
offers peek at King of Pop’s 
return to the stage, last days

Are you ready to meet the real Michael Jackson? 

“Michael Jackson’s This Is It,” the new film that opened 
Tuesday for a two-week run, chronicles Jackson’s prepa- 
rations for his planned series of 50 London concerts that 
ended when the singer died on June 25 in L.A. To hear it 
from people who worked on “This Is It,” the film also will 
provide new insight into the Jackson that few outside his 
inner circle ever saw. 

“Michael was a new Michael,” said “This Is It” concert 
and film director Kenny Ortega. “He was 12 years a dad, a 
businessman, an entertainer’s entertainer. That wonder- 
ful, innocent part of Michael was ever present, but there 
was another Michael there with more worldly concerns. 
He had deeper reasons for wanting to do this than I’ve 
ever seen for him to want to do anything else before.” 

The movie also will throw Jackson’s physical and men- 
tal bearing into stark relief—at a time when many people 
still are struggling to understand the circumstances sur- 
rounding his death. The L.A. County coroner has ruled 
Jackson’s death a homicide. Jackson's personal physician, 
Dr. Conrad Murray, has not been charged with a crime 
but is the focus of the police investigation.

Jackson, 50, died of acute intoxication by the anes- 
thetic propofol and another sedative. Some people who 
worked with the entertainer daily insist there were no 
outward signs of drug dependence. 

“He was on a whole new level,” said backup dancer 
Dres Reid. “When you saw Mike, it was a different 
Michael. He had a swagger about him.” 

Although the pop icon was about $400 million in debt 
heading into “This Is It,” Ortega insists their conversa- 
tions never broached Jackson’s financial predicament. 
Nor, despite Jackson’s long absence from the world’s 
stages, did the word “comeback” factor into their dis- 
cussions. 

“One time, I said to Michael, ‘You're going to get your 
crown back. I can’t wait,” Ortega said. “Michael just 
giggled at me. ‘God bless you, Kenny. You're so funny?’ 
He just didn’t think that way.” 

“Michael Jackson’s This Is It” will showcase a dimen- 
sion of the performer that falls well outside the prevailing 
images of one of the most photographed men of the last 
half-century. It shows Jackson as the boss, a perfectionist 
and creative visionary who was personally invested in the 
smallest details of his show. 

“As much as he'd fire off what was on his mind at the 
time, he’d still have a light gesture at the end,” backup 
dancer Shannon Holtzpffel said. “But he’d be very direct. 
And we'd be like, ‘Wow.’”

nature took a physical toll on him that is visible in the 
film. Ortega said the singer had been losing weight and 
grew fatigued from missing sleep as the production's 
London deadline neared. 

“He didn’t sleep a lot,” said Ortega, who, like many 
insiders interviewed for this story, said he had no idea 
that Jackson had a drug dependency. “He had been losing 
weight and didn’t like to eat much when he was in my com- 
pany. It was always, ‘I’m dancing, I don’t want to eat.’ 

“T discussed it with him, with his doctor, with his team. 
I was really concerned about Michael getting the proper 
rest, the proper nourishment. We were told—and Michael 
assured me—that he was in good health,” he said. 

Associate director Travis Payne, a choreographer 
who had gotten to know the singer’s professional habits 
working with Jackson on his “Dangerous” and “HIStory” 
tours, made sure to have Boost meal replacement shakes, 
Orangina and Martinelli’s apple cider on hand to keep 
Jackson replenished. 

“He'd go for periods of time without eating or sleep- 
ing because he was so immersed in what we were doing,” 
Payne said. 

Nonetheless, Ortega remains resolute that “This Is It” 
was nothing but a “nourishing” experience for the enter- 
tainer, not the cause of his demise. And that for Jackson 
fans—for that matter, anyone curious about Jackson’s 
final days—the movie still can offer a meaningful inter- 
face with the King of Pop.

The late, great Michael Jackson sounds good in a behind-the- 
scenes video promoting the film “This Is It.”

Concerts had lofty goals 


Michael Jackson’s “This Is It” concerts, set for London’s O2 
N THISISIT | Arena, would have marked the superstar’s return to perform- 
ing after a 12-year touring absence. 

“He had so, so much music that we tried to get everything 
in but not cheat the audience at the same time,” said musical 
director Michael Bearden, recalling Jackson’s lofty goal to try 
to capture all of his music in one, over-the-top show. 

The concerts would have involved not only music, but elabo- 
rate aerial dance numbers, the world’s largest three-dimensional 
LCD screen, pyrotechnic illusions, 12 original short films and the 
presence of a bulldozer and a children’s choir onstage. Concert 
and movie director Kenny Ortega said Jackson was very adamant 
about the look of the shows —from the length of the songs to the stage’s lighting. 

“From the very beginning Michael was very vocal, and very upfront about what he 
wanted to do and why he wanted to do it,” Ortega said. “That’s what ‘This Is It’ ... the film 
is about—it’s a privileged peek into the final creative process of Michael’s last theatrical 
work.”

Before they became staples of the runway, bomber jackets, 
flight suits and protective aviator sunglasses were born in 
the cockpit of an early—and cold—airplane. 

They were necessary in drafty flying machines with metal 
doors that were a struggle just to keep closed. But as aviation 
pioneers such as Amelia Earhart brought their style around 
the world, they sparked fashion trends that have been with 
us ever since. 

The leather bomber jacket shown in the new Earhart 
biopic “Amelia,” starring Hilary Swank, marries function 
and style in a way finicky fashion has embraced through 
the years, says Franco DiCarlo, executive vice president of 
Belstaff USA, the brand that collaborated with the filmmak- 
ers on key wardrobe pieces. 

‘A lot of the aviator jackets are timeless in style, and they 
perform under a great variety of weather. ... They say fashion 
is cyclical, but this is timeless,” he says.

Don’t be afraid of 
Halloween wines 


Spice up your Halloween party this year by adding a festive wine tasting 
to the mix. 

I suggest offering a minimum of six different wines for your guests to 
sample throughout of the evening. The wines can be selected according 
to atheme suchas country of origin, grape variety or price point. The 
number of bottles you are going to need depends on how many guests 
you are expecting, but I would plan on having enough wine for each 
person to enjoy at least two glasses.
